Refugees From 
Algeria May Be 
Setting Down 


By ROSETTE HARGROVE 
PARIS I NE A) - They are 
clustered in the cities and scat­ 
tered through the t o w n s of 
southern France Their numbers 
diminish farther north in places 
like Paris, because they are re­ 
fugees from the African sun 
And. like wasps trapped behind 
a window pane try as they 
may, they cannot get back to 
the warmth. 
The*-? were WO OOO by - prod 
nets of Algerian independence 
last year Men women and chil­ 
dren fled across the Mediterre- 
an into France — a country 
which most had never seen, de­ 
spite their French citizenship 
Most were running in fear from 
the expected wrath (rf the Al­ 
gerian Moslems, a wrath sharp­ 
ened In years of bloody civil 
war against the French and as 
a result of O A S. terror tactics. 


One of these refugees was 
Odette Mamery. sitting now in 
Pans, sipping a cup of coffee 
with sugar in that deliberate 
slow manner of French women 
everywhere. Odette. 19. describ­ 
ed those final hectic hours 
^ “After waiting two days at 
(bs airfield in Algeria, mother 
. t a l i arere lucky enough to get 
'aboard a plane. We had left ev­ 
erything behind — a roomy vil­ 
la, an automobile, most of our 
clothes. 
“We each earned one suit­ 
case. that s all 
“When we arrived in Paris 
we stayed two weeks 
with 
friends, while we searched fran­ 
tically for a place to live more 
or 
less permanently 
Three 
months later I found a job as 
a secretary ** 
The problem of what to do 
with these newly acquired citi- 
lens 
like Odette, 
to whom 
F r a n c e 
is 
a 
bewildering 
strange, often unfriendly place 
will take some time to solve 
The Ministry of Repatriation, 
specially created to deal with 
the Algerian exodus, was grant­ 
ed an appropriation of $300 mil­ 
lion to help. 
little by little things are 
straigAemng out. But according 
to several refugees interviewed, 
the shortage of housing, espe­ 
cially for the white collar clai&s. 
la acute Families of five and 
six living ut two rooms are fre­ 
quent, and rents are high On 
the other hand, employment bu­ 
reaus run by the government 
are very active and practically 
every able-bodied man or wom­ 
an can find some sort of a job 


All the same, the problem 
France has had to face is the 
very’ human one of assimilates 
a people who officially are 
French with all the rights of a 
citizen but who do not consider 
themselves so and are not ac­ 
cepted by the French them­ 
selves. 
For the middle-aged “pieds 
noire." (black feet), as they are 
called, there is no question of 
being absorbed in the popula­ 
tion here They cling together 
stubbornly and already have 
grouped themselves min small 
communities corresponding to 
the towns and districts where 
they lived in Algeria. 
TV pteds noms in Paris have 
adopted several cafes on the 
outer boulevards and rn the. 
business district The busy, nar­ 
row Rue de Monmartre leading 
up from the Hailes quarter is 
now almost entirely peopled by 
Algerians who have bought up 
the small businesses such as 
tawdries. groceries, butchers’ 
shops and restaurants 
Come 
closing tone they go to the 
cafes to drink their favorite an­ 
isette apertif or drag chairs out­ 
side their shops, just as they 
were accustomed to do back! 
home. 


Few Algerians have ventured 
north of Paris. Many of than 
have settled along the Riviera 
or hi the hinterland of southern 
France end of Provence. A 
goodly number of ex-settler ref 
ugeos are wealthy They are 
those who transferred their as­ 
sets to France hi the months 
before independence. They ha 
bought farms and vineyards or 
olive grove*. Again, the uproot­ 
ed settler can claim substantial 
benefits from the govenunc 
from Moas to help him start in

“Throughout.” he 
said, “I 
kept my floor mopping job and 
it was not until a full year had 
passed that I felt mildly solvent 
By then I began getting stocks 
from manufacturers, custom tai­ 
lors with suits some customer 
I had not picked up, and from 
Fifth Avenue specialty shops 
with a surplus 
‘ Bankers started coming in 
and television people and actors 
and the men who work at the

Newsweek buildings Then peo­ 
ple from the United Nations—

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Little Green 
Things Invade 
Great Britain

LONDON 
(NEA)—In 
cities 
and hamlets all over Britain the 
cry has gone up. "Watch out 
for the little green things—they 
have landed and are invading 
Main Street " 
The little green things are not 
visitors from Mars They are 
green 
trading 
stamps 
They 
have traveled no farther than 
from the shores of the United 
States, but their effect upon 
Britain s 430.000 retailers has 
been that of a Martian blitz­ 
krieg 
They are not always green 
for that matter. The trading 
stamps are sometimes yellow 
or pink. but whatever their col­ 
or they are causing many of 
Britain s multiple stores to see 
red. 
The trouble started in Octo­ 
ber when the Fine Fare chain 
of 550 food stores controlled by 
Canadian tycoon Garfield Wet 
ton announced that it would 
start giving trading stamps with 
groceries purchased 
The stamps in this case were 
of the pink variety put out by 
the Sperry and Hutchinson Com 
pany of New York But since 
this initial breakthrough. Britain 
has been 
Invaded 
by 
other 
American stamp companies. In­ 
cluding the King Korn Com 
pany. Top Value is also poised 
to take the plunge 
Fine Fare's action has result­ 
ed rn howls of disapproval from 
Britains other multiple food 
stores. There are also threats 
of government action either to 
ban the stamps outright, or to 
make them redeemable for cash 
instead of gifts if the housewife 
so chooses 
Meanwhile, the response to 
the stamps has been overwhelm 
ing from the stamp companies’! 
viewpoint. SA H started its first 
week with 1.026 retail outlets for 
their pink stamps But. within 
three days, another 3.161 retail­ 
ers were clamoring to get in on 
the scheme 
They had to fly in more than 
30 tons of stamps from Artier- 
'lea. because their British print­ 
ers could not cope with the rush 
"We've never known anything 
like It.” said a spokesman at 
S A H headquarters In Mayfair. * 
“W'e had 4 million catalogs 
pnnted We’ve had to order a 
million more.” 
The case for trading stamps 
Is seen here as a strong one 
The shops that dish them out 
get their cost back in increased 
trade, so they do not have to 
raise their prices to pay the 
stamp companies. 
The housewife gets a gift 
which she might not otherwise 
be able to afford. The trading 
companies make money hand 
over fist. 
Moreover, there is evidence 
that 
women 
positively 
enjoy 
licking stamps and sticking them 
in books 
But stamps are not wanting 
for opponenLs. who point out 
that a shop must increase its 
trade by 174 per cent just to 
break even 
Moat of the arguments against 
trading stamps here, however, i 
have a distinct anti-American 
bias. Thus the American stamp- 
companies are accused of dump­ 
ing stamps on the British mar­ 
ket because they are increas­ 
ingly unpopular in the United 
States. 
"I 
think 
that 
the 
British 
housewife is not nearly as gul­ 
lible as the housewife in .Amer­ 
ica,” says Lord Salisbury, a 
Labor peer, who. himself, con­ 
trols one of Britain's largest 
chains of food stores 
At a recent meeting of whole­ 
sale grocers he painted a hor­ 
rifying picture of America in the 
grip of a stamp manta In Amer­ 
ica, he said, children get stamps 
for good 
grades 
in 
school 
Thieves steal them, chanties 
co’fect them, and even funeral 
parlors give them out. "We do 
not want that to happen here ”

Day. I woke up in a has octal. 
with that grogginess that follows 
an anesthetic, to be told that the 
afternoon before, an automobile 
accident had damaged my legs 
so badly both had been ampu­ 
tated In that moment I had to 
rearrange plans for my life 
In campaigns 
for 
highway 
safety, the emphasis is placed 
on the large number of fatali­ 
ties This toll is large enough. 
and tragic enough, but it does 
not toll the whole story People 
Uke me represent a tremendous 
additional army of the maimed, 
the handicapped and the per­ 
manently marked 


The cost of their recovery, the 
amount of effort they must put 
into a readjustment to Ute. and 
the changes they must face, 
makes a story that is seldom 
told 


Since New 
Year’s morning 
1954. I have not walked a step 
without canes Most of the time 
I use two; sometimes I can 
walk short distances with one 
I have had to give up my favor­ 
ite relaxations, horseback riding 
and golf 


I have tried to continue my 
favorite vacation activity, tra­ 
vel 
But there are more diffi­ 
culties 
connected 
with 
going 
plates with canes, a wheel chair 
and a limited capacity for get­ 
ting over the ground than I 
knew when I planned vacations 
on the basis of pocketbook lim­ 
itations only 


Instead of taking a trip to 
Russia and Japan which I had 
hoped to do m 1955 
I spent 
SIO OW of my savings and bor 
rowed money paying the bills of 
doctors, hospitals and rrhabiU 
tat ion centers where I put rn 
most of 1964 Since then I guess 
I have >pent another couple of 
thousand dollars for art if trial 
legs. Irving to find thr best 
combination af prostheses tar 
maximum comfort 
agiiitv and 
efficiency 
Fortunately I have been able 
to continue im wort as a news 
paper editor Some*tmrs I boast 
that I am the ooh editor ai the 
country who can prove a claim 
to have more wood rn the feet 
than in the head 
* i hope I am as good as be­ 
fore at my desk work. but I 
know that there are limitations 
on the personal explorations I 
should like to do as pan of my 
job This is one of the frustra­ 
tions that cannot be avoided, 
even in the most successful at­ 
tempt of an accident victim to 
overcome the effects of such in­ 
juries 
Although 
there 
have 
beer 
compensations in new friends 
and new insights, for the handi­ 
caps and the expense that fol­ 
lowed my automobile accident. 
I often think, with rueful irony, 
how easy it might have been to 
prevent that collision 
When I am finally able to 
■ drive 
past 
the 
intersection 
where I was hurt, without re­ 
membering 
what 
happened 
there, I shall consider msyelf 
phv etiologically 
recovered 
It 
has not happened yet. When I 
see the mailbox and the utility 
pole against which I was thrown 
as the door of my car flew open. 
I think to myself, ’ How differ­ 
ent things would be now if I had 
put seat belts in my car in 
1953 * 
I remember, too. that I had 
been a little impatient at that 
street comer, that afemoon of 
Dec 31. 1953. and cbdn’t wait as 
long as I might have to be sure 
all traffic had passed There is 
I a signal light at the intersection 
now—but I still remind myself 
| that it s not enough for a driver 
; to take SO per cent of the re­ 
sponsibility for avoiding an ac­ 
cident; it s better to take all of 
it. than to run the risk of an­ 
other moment like that in which 
I realized that a car I did not 
even see had hit mine and sent 
it spinning. 
|| 
That spinning moment altered 
my 
life 
irrevocably, circum­ 
scribing and limiting it. Yet I 
am ooe of the lucky7 people 
among automobile accident vic­ 
tims. for I have lost nothing but 
my underpinnings. Many have 
beer injured much worse, more 
permanently, 
more 
painfully, 
and have had to make more 
serious readjustments of daily 
routine and philosophical out- 
look. 
Ten years after that accident 
which forced me ic learn to walk 
on stilts.

For years the country was 
a poverty-stricken, diseas^nd- 
den backwater known chiefly 
for the huge Firestone rubber 
estates and a ramshackle archi­ 
tecture vaguely related to the 
columned plantation houses of 
the American South 
William V acana ret Shadrach 
Tubman became president in 
IHI when international strategy 
was focused on Africa during 
World War II He has guided 
the country in its efforts to 
catch up with the modem world 
Tubman arranged the con­ 
struction of Liberia s first rail­ 
road He attracted heavy foreign 
investment through an 
open 
door policy which permits full 
repatriation of profits He uni­

The president is a former 
teacher and a veteran of Libe­ 
ria's militia!ike national guard 
He is also a lawyer educated 
entirely in his native Land 
Tubman is a conservative and 
pragmatic leader in a land of 
low-keyed politics not based on 
ideology 
Political opponents can be 
ousted from positions of power 
but several years later they fre­ 
quently attain other important 
posts. Tubman seems to recog­ 
nize that the small pool of avail­ 
able talent must be fully util­

Studebaker 
Joins Other 
Vanished Cars

NEW YORK (NEA) - What 
nameplates those 1904 cars had 
Acadia. Cannon. Dayton Coun­ 
try Chib. Intrepid. Moline. Reo. 
Rockaway. Sampson, Waterloo 
Studebaker An image of bur­ 
nished walnut and gold piping 
and gleaming brass dimly seen 
through the roiling dust clouds 
that follow those hustlers down 
the road 
Those, as anyone who has ev­ 
er 
piloted 
a 
machine 
with 
wheels at its four corners would 
agree, were cars’ 
Many of those newcomers in J 
1904—long before Chevrolet was 
heard of—disappeared after a 
few months of production Stu­ 
debaker s gasoline-powered cars 
lasted on the American scene 
for 60 years—until its South 
Bend. Ind . shop was closed by 
order of the directors on a cold 
day in December. 
The announcement that Stu­ 
debaker would limit its can­ 
making operations to a smaller 
t anadian plant came, ironical­ 
ly. at a time of jubilation in the 
auto industry 
Almost anyone 
with any interest in wheeled 
vehicles is predicting a 7l»- 
million-unit year G M Ford, 
Chrysler and American Motor* 
people are getting giddy adding 
up sales figures 


Well. at Studebaker they have 
been adding figures, too. Trou­ 
ble is. their numbers have been 
on the wrong side of the double 
blue line for several years In 
the first nine months of 1963 
alone the company dropped $9 8 
million 
Its share of the car market 
had sunk so low that anyone 
would have trouble finding it on 
a pie chart—less than I per 
cent In the first nine months 
of its final U.S. year it pro­ 
duced about 50 000 cars, less 
than a third as many vehicles 
as Volkswagen imported 
Why did it happen, and can 
it happen again to other com 
panics remaining in production’ 
The immediate collapse oc­ 
curred for the same reason that 
an English squire with limited 
income sells his castle to the 
village for I pound—he simply 
can t afford to keep the bloom*" 
in’ pile of stones heated 
Siudebaker's central plant in 
South Bend consisted of 126 
acres, much of it unused It is 
doubtful whether the board of 
directors, working in relays, 
could even walk around it in 
one day 
The Hamilton. Ontario, plant 
to which the firm is beating a 
retreat, is only a sixteenth as 
large Production will be limit­ 
ed. and even if red ink con­ 
tinues to flow, the losses will 
be of dimensions that a man 
can grasp without the sensation

The long-range reasons for 
Studebaker s malnutrition hold 
a lesson for the balance of the 
industry 
The car company's last good 
year was 1959 When Detroit 
subsequently hopped onto the 
compact bandwagon. Studehak 
er s stubby Lark was edged into 
the fiscal curbstones Then as 
cars again inched upward in 
size Studebaker responded bv 
increasing the length of its 
products 
The irony is that imported 
small-sued cars now look for 
ward to increased sales as a 
result of Detroit’s renewed big- 
car fixation. Import sales are 
running IS per cent ahead of 
last year s 
If Studebaker had resisted 
the impulse to match the big­ 
ger companies on their own 
terms, its sales picture might 
have irceived a new lease on 
life ‘his year or next. 


It is a further irony that com­ 
pany 
executives 
blame 
the 
firm s luxury model. Avanti. for 
much of the finn s woes Had 
the Avanti achieved a decent 
acceptance, they reason it would 
have been interpreted as a good 
omen It is likely that the tow­ 
er-priced models would have 
been redesigned in the future 
to conform to the sleek Avanti 
look. 
Many automotive observers 
believe that the Avanti repre­ 
sented the first encouraging de­ 
parture in styling to energy 
from the U.S. auto industry in 
years The board of directors 
will have its revenge, however.
